In  the  church  boohs  still  in  existence,  before  1750  there  is  to  be 
found  the  family  name  of  GRAUBNER  only  in  one  place,  that  is  in  the  register 
of  baptisms.

Note  to  this  COPY:  The  first  line,  an  open  space  shows  betvreen  Mr. 

and  Graubner  the  name  of .the  father  of  the  baptized,  therefore  it  is  right 
to  conclude  that  the  first  names  of  Graubner  were  not  known  to  the  Registrar 
He  - Graubner  - was  probably  a stranger  in  the  place.  Neither  before  1708 
( the  oldest  register  of  baptism  still  in  existence  does  not  go  further  back  ) 
nor  later  up  to  1750  could  the  name  Graubner  be  found.  If  the  date  behind 
Henrich  Bernhard  : ” the  20th. of  September  •'  was  the  date  of  birth  or  bap- 
tism, it  is  not  possible  to  say  with  certainty.  I guess  it  is  the  date  of 
baptism.  It  is  possible  that  another  son  of  the  same  father,  with  the  first 
name  Georg  one  year  before  Henrich  Bernhard  ( that  is  1728,  as  remarked  in 
your  letter  ) born  elsewhere,  came  here  in  his  first  year  and  was  later  re- 
ferred to  as  born  in  Andreasberg,  because  he  probably  spent  his  early  youth 
here. 

I am  not  in  the  position  to  give  any  other  sound  coramunication  from 
the  records  I have  in  my  possession  besides  the  copy  Just  given.  Neither 
about  ancestors  nor  about  the  question  if  there  is  any  family  relation  be- 
tween Graubner  referred  to  in  the  register  of  the  church  here  1729  and  the 
composer  Christoph  Graubner  born  1683  at  Kirchberg  in  Saxony.

Every  possible  research  has  been  made,  and.  replies  have  been  sent  in 
from  Ver-den,  Hannover,  and  Andreasberg,  and  two  different  reports  from  Kirch 
berg,  but  nothing  further  has  been  ascertained.  It  is  pretty  certain,  how  - 
ever,  that  the  report  from  Andreasberg  has  reference  to  a brother  of  p.p. 
Graubner,  but  from  where  this  dyer  Graubner  emigrated  is  not  possible  to 
ascertain.  I regret  that  I am  not  able  to  give  you  more  information.

There  is  no  record  of  the  deaths  of  these  chilrlren  before  the  deaths  of  the 
parent  s . 

Hauttaoiss  Johann  Georg  Graupner  died  of  consumption  26  March  1787  at 
the  age  of  59  years,  and  his  wife  Anna  Maria  Agnesa  born  Schonhagen  follovred 
him  21  July  1789  of  the  same  disease  at  the  age  of  55  years  2 mo.  6 days. 

Of  her  birth  and  marriage  there  is  nothing  in  these  church  records.  After 
her  marriage  they  probably,  liKe  most  military  people,  cane  to  this  place. 
The  near  relatives  of  the  children  are  all  from  Verden  except  one  woman  who 
came  from  Kloster  Isenhagen.  ( Isenhagen  near  Hankensbuttel  in  the  Provence 

of  Hannover.  ) 


The  Regiment  in  which  Johann  Georg  Graupner  served  :

Nothing  is  said  here  in  reference  to  relatives  of  the  same  narae  of  the 
father  and  mother,  nor  about  the  original  home  of  the  people  who  had  come 
into  this  garrison  city.  As  Johann  Georg  Graupner  was  born  about  1728,  and 
as  he  studied  5 years  as  a student  in  Hannover,  he  did  not  enter  the  army 
much  before  1753,  but  his  marriage  did  not  talce  place  here. 

Further  indication  or  hints  I cannot  give.  In  the  other  parishes  of 
Verden  no  record  of  this  family  can  be  found.

According  to  the  foregoing  German  records,  Johann  Georg  Graupner  was 
born  in  1727  or  1728;  was  sent  to  Hannover  to  study  music  with  the  city  musi- 
cian from  1743  to  1748,  ( five  years.)  In  the  year  1752,  he  was  hautboiss 
in  the  regiment  of  Colonel  von  Groten,  and  August  13,1752  he  married  Miss 
Anna  Maria  Agnesa  Schonhagen  from  Hannover,  ( record  of  marriage  in  the  Royal 
Military  Church  at  Hannover. ) The  certificate  of  marriage  says  he  was  from 
Andreasberg,  but  does  not  say  he  was  born  there.  March  (or  May)  26,1787,  he 
died  of  consuiaption , at  Verden,  aged  59  years. 

His  wife,  Anna  Maria  Agnesa  (Schonhagen)  Graupner,  was  of  Hannover,  and 
was  born  May  15,1734;  she  died  July  21,1789,  aged  55  years,  2 months,  6 days.

Anna  Maria  Agnesa( Schonhagen ) Graupner  died  of  consumption.  One  relative  of 
the  family,  a woman,  came  from  Kloster  Isenhagen,  near  Hankensbuttel , in  the 
Provence  of  Hannover. 


Johann  Christian  Gottlieb  Graupner,  seventh  child  and  third  son  of  Johann 
Georg  and  Anna  Maria  Agnesa  (Schonhagen)  Graupner,  was  born  at  Verden,  Hannover, 
Prussia,  October  6, 1767, ( baptized  October  9,1767;)  he  died  of  ulcerated- so re 
throat,  at  No. I Province  House  Court,  Boston,  Massachusetts,  April  16,1836, 
aged  69  years,  6 months;  funeral  at  Trinity  Church,  Summer  Street,  April  20, 
1836.  He  was  placed  in  the  faraily  vault  No. 14,  under  St.Matthew.s  Church, 
South  Boston;  the  church  was  demolished  in  1866,  and  his  body,  with  those  of 
other  members  of  his  family,  was  removed  to  630  Heber  Walk,  Mt.Hope  Cemetery, 
West  Roxburjr,  Massachusetts. 

At  Charleston, South  Carolina,  April  6,1796,  he  married  Mrs .Catherine 
(Comerford)Hillier,  an  ” opera  singer  of  distinction,”  whose  stage  name  was 
” Mrs.Heelyer.  ” Rroi*ni's  " History  of  the  American  Stage,"  published  1870, 
says  : " Mr. Graupner  made  his  American  debut  in  1796,  at  the  Boston  Theatre, 
s Heelyer,  afterward  Mrs. Graupner  made  her  American  debut  December  15, 1^94, 
the  Boston  Theatre.”  ( This  was  the  old  Federal  Street  Theatre  which  was 
ed  in  1794,  burned  February  3,1798,  and  rebuilt  and  opened  again  October 
'98.  It  was  torn  down  in  1852.)

IMrs.Hillier-Graupner  died,  at  Bopton jMasBaohunettfl , May  28,1821,  af;o(l  49 
years  ( acoording  to  gravestone  at  Mt.Hope  Cemetery;)  the  records  of  Trinity 
Church, Boston,  say  : « May  28,1821,  Funeral  in  Trinity  Church,  Catherine 
Graupner,  52  years.”  Mrs.Graupner  was  a beautiful  blonde,  with  light  hair, 
blue  eyes,  and  regular  features.  Mr. Gottlieb  Graupner  ( after  coming  to  itoer - 
ioa,  he  dropped  the  Johann  Christian)  was  a tall,  rather  austere  man,  of  pre- 
cise speech  and  manner:  he  became  white  haired  before  middle  age.  When  married 
to  Gottlieb  Graupner,  Mrs.Hillier  was  a widow  with  three  children,  two  of  whom, 
a boy  and  a girl,  she  left  in  London,  England,  with  her  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs 
Comerford.  Mr.Coraerford  was  an  attorney-at-law.  The  third  child,  Olivia 
Hilller,  v/as  adopted  by  her  second  husband,  Gottlieb  Graupner,  taking  his  name. 

Gottlieb  Graupner  received  a thorough  musical  education,  being  able  to 
perform  upon  every  known  instrument,  although  the  double-bass  and  the  oboe 
(hautboy)  were  his  favorites.  The  oldest  record  we  have  of  him  (after  his 
birth  and  baptism)  is  his  honorable  discharge  from  the  army  of  George  III,  of 
England,  which  is  in  the  possession  of  his  great-grandson , Seymour  Howard  stone. 
The  translation  is  as  follows  : 

The  most  Serene  and  Worshipful  Prince  and  Lord,  George  III,  King  of  Great 
Brit ian, France  and  Ireland,  Protector  of  the  Faith,  Puke  of  Brunswick  and  Lune^ 
burg,  Lord  High  Treasurer  and  Electoral  Prince.  Through  the  Most  High  The 
Lieutenant  General  of  his  German  Troops  and.  Colonel  of  the  Seventh  Royal  infan  - 
try  and  Governor  of  the  Town  and  Portress  of  Harneln. 

Here  certifies  that  the  bearer  of  this,  Johann  Christian  Gottlieb  Graupner, 
born  in  Verden,  twenty  and  a half  years  old,  has  served  faithfully  and  honestly 
as  Hautboist  for  a year  and  ten  months  in  the  regiment  under  my  command,  and  in 
the  performance  of  his  service  ha.s  borne  himself  like  an  honest  and  brave  soldier 
Since  the  said  person  at  his  own  request  has  left  our  service  and  has  been 
provided  with  this  Pischarge , it  is  my  most  humble  request  to  every  Military 
and  Civil  servant  that  he  should  be  aided  and  assisted  at  every  opportunity, 
Harneln  8th. April  1788. 

Mr. Graupner  bought  his  instruraent 
and  music  score,  and  took  them 
with  him  when  he  was  honorably 
discharged. 


Three  years  after  this  Honorable  Pischarge,  Gottlieb  Graupner  was  at 
London,  England,  and  John  Sullivan  Pwight,  in  ” Memorial  History  of  Boston,” 
vol, 4 , chapter  7,  says  ; ” he  played  the  oboe  (hautboy)  at  London  in  Haydn's 
orchestra,  when  that  great  master  brought  out  the  twelve  famous  symphonies  in 

Solomon's  concerts.  ( 1791  - 92  )" Haydn  was  at  a London  concert  March 

11,1791,  with  35  or  40  performers.  He  left  London  June  1792;  arrived  second 
time  at  London  February  4,1794,  left  August  15,1795. 

Gottlieb  Graupner  left  London  and  went  to  Prince  Edward  Island,  but  he 
could  not  have  remained  there  long  as  November  9,1795,  he  is  on  record  as 
playing  a '*  Concerto  on  the  Hautboy  between  the  play  and  the  farce,”  at  the 
City  Theatre,  Charleston,  South  Carolina.  The  following  letter  was  received 
from  Charleston,  in  1903,  in  answer  to  inquiries  :

Mr. Graupner  appears  no  more,  but  on  Apr. 5th. 1796  ” Mrs.Hellyer  ” takes  Marcella, 
in  ” A Bold  stroke  For  A Husband, and  on  April  6th  ” Mrs.Graupner  " is  billed 
Belinda,  in  ” The  Recruiting  Officer,”  and  Betty,  in  ” The  Irish  Tailor."

Mrs, Graupner  must  have  been  very^yersatilvc ,_as_,January_.23^,I799,  at 
Federal  Street  Theatre , Boston,  she  was  Lady  Sneerwell  in  " School  for  Scandal, 
and  later,  " in  brilliant  style  " she  sang  the  laost  difficult  soprano  solos 
of  the  famous  oratorios,  she  was  also  a pianist.  December  30,1808,  she 
played  Mrs. Candour  in  " School  for  Scandal."  She  also  sang  the  tenor  solos  in 
Messiah.  


From  New  York  newspaper  of  about  May  27th. 1889  : 

The  beginning  of  Negro  minstrelsy  - the  bango-opera  a generation  ago. 

In  the  current  number  of  Harper's  Magazine,  Mr. Laurence  Hutton  essays  to 
trace  the  history  of  negro  minstrelsy  in  A/nerioa,  and  succeeds  in  bringing 
together  a large  number  of  interesting  facts  in  connection  with  early  music 
and  theatricals.  In  one  respect  the  most  surprising  of  these  facts  is  the 
one  stated  on  the  authority  of  Mr. Charles  White,  an  old  Ethiopian  comedian, 
which  credits  a Mr. Graupner  with  being  the  father  of  negro  song.  This  Graup- 
ner is  said  to  have  sung  " The  Gay  Negro  Boy,"  in  character,  accompanying 
himself  on  the  banjo , at  the  end  of  the  second  act  of  " Oroonoko , " on  Dec  - 
ember  30th. 1799,  at  the  Federal  Street  Theatre, Boston.  Here  is  another 
feather  in  the  cap  of  a German  musician  who  pervades  the  history  of  music 
in  Boston  like  no  other  individual.  This  was  Gottlieb  Graupner,  a hautboyist. 
# # # In  Boston  he  led  the  orchestra  of  the  old  Federal  Street  Theatre, 
kept  a music  shop,  played  the  oboe,  the  double-bass,  and  nearly  every  other 
instrument;  gave  lessons  in  music,  organized  the  Philharmonic  society,  and 
joined  in  the  first  call  for  the  organization  of  the  Handel  and  Haydn  society 
in  March  1815.  # # # Mr . Graupner ' s sojourn  in  Charleston  suggests  where  he, 
a Gerraan,  became  acquainted  with  the  banjo,  and  also  offers  evidence  on  the 
question  mooted  by  Mr. Hut ton  whether  or  not  the  banjo  was  common  among  the 
slaves  of  the  South.

" Oroonoko  " was  a tragedy  in  five  acts, by  Thomas  Southerns.  The  real 
Oroonoko  was  an  African  prince  stolen  from  his  native  kingdom  of  Angola  dur  - 
ing  the  reign  of  Charles  the  Second,  and  sold  as  a slave  in  an  English  set- 
tlement in  the  West  Indies.  Mr. Charles  White,  an  old  Ethiopian  comevdian 
and  manager,  gives  the  credit  of  being  the  " father  of  negro  song  " to  a 
Mr. Graupner,  basing  his  statement  upon  a copy  of  Russell's  Boston  Gazette 
of  the  30th. of  December, 1799,  which  contains  an  advertisement  of  a performance 
at  the  Federal  Street  Theatre.  At  the  end  of  the  second  act  of  Oroonoko, 
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laccordiniy  to  Mr.V,liite,  Mr.Graupner  in  oharaoter  sang  " The  Gay  Negro  Boy," 
accompanying  the  air  with  the  banjo;  and  although  the  house  was  draped  in 
mourning  for  Gen. Washington , such  was  the  enthusiasm  of  the  audience  that 
the  performer  had  to  bring  his  little  bench  from  the  wings  again  and  again 
to  sing  his  song.

Music  in  America , (1890 ) says  of  this  instruction  book  : ” The  followii\g  class 
of  pieces  are  to  be  found  in  Graupner 's  method.  They  testify  to  the  teacher's 
soundness  of  musical  taste  and  artistic  judgment.  There  are  pieces  by  Handel, 
Scarlatti,  nominico , Pleyel,  Haydn,  Corelli,  Linle^r,  Naumann,  Graupner,  Chemi - 
bini,  and  Sebastian  Bach.  All  honor  to  the  honest  imisician  Graupner  I he  pion- 
eered nobly.  The  whole  family  of  Graupner  must  have  been  rausically  accomplished. 
On  the  death  of  Mrs. Catherine  Graupner  ( whom,  first  as  Mrs.Heelyer  I shall 
speak  of  as  singing  in  English  opera  in  New  York  and  some  Southern  cities  ) , 
the  Euterpeiad  for  July  9,1821,  said  that  for  many  years  she  was  the  only 
vocalist  in  this  metropolis. (Boston)  ” After  the  death  of  Rr. Ritter  his  musical 
library  was  sold  to  Tufft's  College.  Probably  records  of  Mrs , Graupner ' s singing 
in  English  opera  in  New  York  can  be  fo\md.  there.

Prom  Elson's  ” History  of  American  Music  ” : 

The  War  of  1812  was  concluded  by  the  Peace  signed  at  Ghent  on  Christ  - 
mas  Eve, 1814,  and  less  than  two  months  later,  on  Washington's  birthday,  Peb. 
22,1815,  Boston  held  a great  musical  jubilee  in  honor  of  the  event.  It  took 
place  in}King's  Chapel  (corner  of  School  and  Tremont  streets);  this  concert 
in  honor  of  the  new  Peace  was  probably  the  greatest  ever  attempted,  up  to 
that  time,  in  the  New  England  metropolis.  Hon. Robert  C.Winthrop  says  : 

” Its  echoes  had  hardly  died  away  - four  weeks,  indeed,  had  scarcely  elapsed 
since  it  was  held  - before  a notice  v/as  issued  by  Gottlieb  Graupner,  Thomas 
Smith  Webb,  and  Asa  Peabody,  for  a meeting  of  those  interested  in  the  sub- 
ject of  cultivating  and  improving  a correct  taste  in  the  performance  of  sa ~ 
cred  music.  In  that  meeting,  held  on  the  30th. of  March, 1815,  the  Handel 
and  Haydn  ^opiety  originated.  On  the  20th  of  April  their  Constitution  was 
adopted,  ^h6  follov/ing  Mayday  v/itnessed  their  first  private  practising 
from  the  ofd  Locfee  Hospital  Collection;  and  on  the  succeeding  Christmas 
evening  at  the  sam%^  consecrated  chapel  where  that  solemn  Jubilee  of  Peace 
had  been  so  recently  celebrated,  their  first  grand  Oratorio  was  given  to  a 
delighted  audience  of  nine-hundred  and  forty- five  persons,  with  the  Russian 
consul,  Mr.Eustaphieve , assisting  as  one  of  the  performers  in  the  orchestra." 
Tne  chorus  numbered  nearly  one-hundred,  and  of  these  but  ten  were  female 
voices.  The  orchestra  consisted  of  less  than  a dozen  performers,  and  the 
organ  assisted  in  most  of  the  numbers.  Part  I was  wholly  devoted  to  nuiabers 
Xrora  Haydn's  " Creation;"  Parts  II  and  III  were  Handelian. 

Boston  hdd  the  good  fortune  to  possess  the  first  orchestral  director  , 
and  the  first  permanent  orchestra  of  this  country.  In  1737,  there  was  in 
a Hanoverian  regiment  in  Germany,  a very  good  oboe-player  named  Gottlieb 
Graupner.  Leaving  his  regiment  with  an  honorable  discharge,  in  1788,  this 
pusician  settled  in  London.  Three  years  later  Haydn  came  to  the  metropolis, 
(^and  his  manager,  Salamon,  brought  together  the  largest  symphony  orchestra 
\that  the  world  had  possessed  up  to  that  time.  In  this  orchestra  was  the 
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German  oboe-player.  He  seems  to  have  been  a rolling  stone,  for  soon  after 
the  London  experience  he  came  to  Prince  Edward's  Island  on  this  side  of  the 
Atlantic.  ( November  9th. 1795  ) he  was  in  Charleston,  south  Carolina,  and 
( about  April  6th. 1796  ) married  a vocalist  there.  ( Before  June  21,  1797  - 
in  1796,  according  to  ” History  of  the  American  stage  ) he  settled  in  a more 
musical  city,  and  his  remaining  years  were  devoted  to  carrying  the  orchestral 
banner  in  Boston. 

Gottlieb  Graupner  is  the  father  of  American  orchestral  music.  He  had 
scarcely  arrived  in  Boston  when  he  seT~aboui  forming  the  first  orchestra 
this  country  possessed.  He  was  fortimately  a good  all-round  musician,  and 
could  play  the  contrabass,  the  piano,  and  the  clarinet,  as  well  as  the  oboe. 
Although  he  found  but  few  professionals  in  Boston,  he  was  fortunate  in  dis- 
covering a number  of  musical  enthusiasts  who  worked  with  more  than  profes  ~ 
sional  ardor.  The  Russian  consul,  Alexi  Eustaphieve,  entered  into  the  or- 
chestral scheme  that  Graupner  unfolded  most  heartily.  Mr. Mallet,  although 
a vocalist,  was  able  to  play  contrabass;  Mr, Schaffer  was  a performer  upon 
the  violoncello;  Mr. Granger  was  a good  clarinettist;  Signor  Ostinelli  was 
an  excellent  performer,  and  became  first  violinist  of  the  orchestra.  These 
were  the  professionals,  but,  as  intimated,  some  amateurs  imitated  the  example 
of  Mr. Eustaphieve,  and  Joined  the  organization. 

In  a little  hall  hired  by  Graupner,  but  afterward  in  Pythian  Hall  in 
Pond  (now  Bedford)  Street,  the  society  met  every  Saturday  night  for  social 
and  musicioal  purposes.  In  1821  this  society  was  still  existing,  as  witness 
the  following  notice  from  the  Euterpeiad  of  October  27th.  of  that  year  ; 


THE  PKIL-HARl/IONIC  SOCIETY 

This  nursery  of  Instrumental  music  opened  their  season  on  Saturday 
evening  last  at  a new  Hall  lately  erected  in  Orange  street,  hereafter  to  be 
dominated  THE  PANTHEON;  it  is  commodious  in  its  arrangements,  with  ante  - 
rooms, &c,  and  affords  a convenience  suitable  to  the  objects  contemplated  by 
the  Phil-harmonic  Society;  it  is  72  feet  in  length  by  22  in  width,  is  well 
lighted,  and  is  proved  to  be  an  eligible  Music  Hall. 

The  Concerts  of  this  society  are  chiefly  instrumental;  the  music  is 
always  heard  with  attention  and  oft  times  delight.  The  orchestra  consists 
of  nearly  all  the  gentlemen  of  the  profession  in  town,  and  the  members  are 
principally  amateurs  both  vocal  and  instrumental;  its  support  is  derived 
from  an  annual  assessment  of  ten  dollars  upon  its  members , who  gain  admis  - 
sion  by  ballot.  The  Public  Concerts  are  always  fully  attended  by  a large 
assemblage  of  ladies  and  gentlemen,  introduced  by  members  who  possess  certain 
privileges  of  admission  on  public  nights.  The  following  gentlemen  compose 
the  officers  of  the  Society  for  the  year  ensuing  :

Mr. Graupner  was  President  of  the  society  as  long  as  it  existed.  The 
orchestra  was  certainly  in  existence  before  the  Handel  and  Haydn  society 
began  its  career;  it  was  probably  foxmded  in  1810  or  earlier.  It  numbered 
from  ten  to  a dozen  members,  and, confined  its  work  to  the  simpler  fields  of 
classical  music.  The  symphonies  of  Gyrowetz,  entirely  obsolete  to-day,  were 
favorite  pabulum  for  the  struggling  musicians.  Occasionally,  Graupner  would 
insist  upon  trying  a Haydn  symphony;  his  enthusiaara  for  that  master  knew  no 
bounds.  At  this  early  epoch  Boston  was  far  in  advance  of  New  York  in  having 
an  oboe.  Graupner  was  active  in  many  other  musical  ways,  outside  of  the 
Philharmonic  Orchestra,  for  he  appeared  in  miscellaneous  concerts,  he  gave 
lessons,  he  had  a inusic  store  and  music-printing  establishment  on  Franklin 
Street,  and  seems  to  have  been  the  most  active  musical  influence  in  old  Boston. 
Mr, John  S. Dwight  gives  the  date  of  the  last  concert  of  the  Philharmonic 
Orchestra  as  November  24,1824.

The  HISTORY  of  MUSIC  in  BOSTON,  by  JOHN  SULLIVAN  DWIGHT. 

" Munio,  as  an  independent  art.  olaininf:  consideration  on  its  own  aooouht 
not  merely  as  a convenient  handmaid  of  religion,  properly  began  in  Boston 
with  the  present  century  and  first  took  organic  form  in  the  Handel  & Haydn 
society  in  1815.  That  was  a small  beginning,  modest  in  its  ain  and  its 
ambition.  It  sprang,  to  be  sure,  mainly  out  of  the  New  England  psalm-sing- 
ing choir  and  village  singing-school ; but  these  elements,  as  we  have  said 
did  not  contain  the  germs  of  musical  progress;  or  if  they  did,  there  was 
still  wanting  the  musician,  the  man  of  knowledge  and  artistic  power,  to 
quicken  and  develop  them.  There  was  none  such  here;  he  had  to  come  from 
the  Old  World.  There  came,  we  may  say,  two  about  that  time. 

The  first  was  a German,  probably  the  pionner  of  all  the  German  musicians 
who  have  since  sought  our  shore  and  done  so  much  to  make  our  Boston  musical , 
GOTTLIEB  GRAUPNER  is  still  remembered  and  respected  as  the  first  important 
teacher  here  of  the  piano-forte  and  music  generally , - a leader  in  all  mu  - 
sioal  good  works,  though  with  a meagre  following.  He  engraved  music  for 

his  pupils,  for  which  he  kept  a salesroom  in  his  house  in  Franklin  Street, 
in  which  he  had  a little  music  hall.  We  remeraber  in  our  boyhood  seeing 
him  lead  the  little  orchestra  in  the  old  Federal  Street  Theatre,  v/ith  his 
double-bass.  He  was  a famous  ” timist.”  But  his  peculiar  instrument  was 
the  oboe  ( hautboy.)  This  he  played  in  London  in  Haydn's  orchestra,  when 
that  great  master  brought  out  the  twelve  famous  Symphonies  in  Salomon's 
concerts  ( 1791  - 92  ).  His  family  preserve  the  parchment  of  his  honorable 
discharge  from  service  as  oboist  in  the  band  of  a Hanoverian  regiment , 
dated  Hameln  April  8th. 1788.  In  1791  he  went  to  London;  thence  he  came  to 
Prince  Edward  Island;  then  spent  some  time  in  Charleston,  S.C.,  where  he 
landed  in  ( 1795  );  there  he  married  ( about  April  6th, 1796  ),  and  came 
to  Boston  ( before  June  21,1797.)  Of  course  he  did  what  he  could  to  make 
Haydn,  and  perhaps  Pleyel,  Gyrowetz,  and  others  knov/n  here  in  this  musical 
wilderness.  With  a few  associates  he  formed  the  nucleus  of  the  first  mea- 
gre combination  which  could  be  called  in  any  sense  an  orchestra.  Of  pro  - 
fessional  musicians  there  was  not  half  a score  in  the  towTi;  but  Mr.Graupner 
and  his  little  knot  of  musical  friends,  mostly  amateurs,  formed  a ” Philo - 
harmonic  Society  ’•  in  1810  or  I8II , which  was  still  in  existence  when  the 
Handel  and  Haydn  Society  was  formed.  It  was  simply  a social  meeting,  held 
on  Saturday  evenings,  in  Mr.  Graupner's  hall  for  some  time,  afterwards  in 
Pythian  Hall,  in  Pond  ( now  Bedford  ) street,  where  in  their  small  way  they 
practised  Haydn's  Symphonies,  etc., for  the^  own  enjoyment,  Graupner  was 
president  as  long  as  it  existed.  Mr. Bryant  P.Tilden  was  vice-president, 
and  Mr. William  Coffin  secretary.  \’>nien  it  finally  died  out  we  do  not  learn,  . 
Its  last  concert  of  which  we  find  announcement  was  on  Nov. 24, 1824,  at  the 
Pantheon,  Boylston  Square.  How  many  members  there  were  or  what  their  in- 
struments, we  cannot  learn  precisely.  There  may  have  been  sixteen  of  them, 
Mr.Graupner  led  with  his  double  bass.  For  violins  they  had  Mr, Thomas  Gran- 
ger and  Mr. Asa  Warren;  and,  we  believe,  the  English  Consul  Mr. Dixon,  and 
the  well-known  Russian  Consul  Alexis  Eustaphieve  were  interested  in  the 
club,  and  lent  their  aid  with  violins,  if  they  were  not  actually'’  members. 

Mr, Granger, Sr.  played  the  clarinet;  Mr. Simon  Wood,  the  bassoon;  Mr.Rowson, 
the  trumpet.  They  also  had  French  horn  and  tympani,  and  bass-x’-iol  (violon- 
cello). The  flute  was  played  by  Mr.Ppllock,  afterward  by  Mr. George  Cushing, 
for  many  years  cashier  in  the  old  Colui-ibian  Bank,  ?/ho  spent  most  of  his 
later  years  in  Hingham,  his  old  home,  in  full  possession  of  his  faculties 
until  within  a short  time  of  his  death  which  occurred  last  summer  (1880) 
at  the  age  of  ninety- four,  in  Watertovm.  To  the  end  of  his  life  Mr. Cushing 
was  an  enthusiastic  admire  of  Haydn  and  Mozart , and  a stanch  advocate  of 
the  classical  as  against  the  •'  new-school  " music.  ” 


From  Ritter's  : Music  in  America,  page  126  : 

Here  is  an  advertisement 

of  an  oratorio  in  the  American  manner  : ” A grand  selection  from  Handel's 

sacred  oratorios  will  be  performed  at  the  Stone  Chapel  on  Thursday  evening 
Oct. 12, 1812,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.G.J. Jackson,  assisted  by  the  theat  - 
rioal  band  (probably  Graupner's  band)  and  many  respectable  vocal  and  in- 
strumental amateurs  of  this  town.” 


From  Ritter’s  : Muslo  in  Amerioa,  pages  1?.7  - I28  : 

In  Rr.JacKson 

vrith  Messrs  Crraupner  and  Mallet,  gave  a series  of  oratorios,  some  of  whioh 
were  given  at  Salen.  Vj’hen  peace  was  restored,  the  Bostonians  celebrated  the 
event  by  a service  of  thanXsgiving  and  praise,  which  tooX  place  at  the  old 
Stone  Chapel ( February  22,1815.)  The  duet  from  Handel's  " Judas  Maccabaeus  " 
Lovely  Peace,  was  sung  by  Mrs.Craupner  and  Col, Webb;  and  a part  of  the  Bet 
tingen  Te  Deim,  and  the  Hallelujah  Chorus  were  executed  by  nearly  two  hun - 
dred  voices  and  fifty  instnuiental  performers.  This  musical  per-Cormance 
seems  to  have  made  a deep  impression  on  the  listeners;  and  after  that  be  - 
coming  aware  of  the  musical  resources  of  their  city,  the  most  nealous  ama- 
teurs were,  no  doubt,  moved  to  gather  together  as  many  among  them  as  possi 
ble,  in  order  to  organize  a nev7  and  efficient  society. 

On  March  24,1815,  Messrs  CJ.Craupner,  Thomas  S. Webb, and  A. Peabody  issued 
the  foilov;ing  notice  ; 

” Sir,  - You  are  requested  to  attend  a meeting  on 
Thursday  evening,  30th  instant,  at  seven  o'clock,  at  Mr.Graupner ’s  hall  for 
the  purpose  of  considering  the  expediency  and  practicability  of  forming  a 
society, to  consist  of  a selection  from  the  several  choirs,  for  cultivating 
and  improving  a correct  taste  in  the  performance  of  sacred  music,  and  also 
to  introduce  into  more  general  practice  the  v7orks  of  Handel,  Haydn,  and 
other  eminent  composers.  ” 

At  the  appointed  meeting  a committee  of  five 
was  chosen  to  draft  the  necessary  regulations.  On  Thursday  morning,  April 
20,1815,  the  society  was  organized,  a constitution  was  adopted,  and  signed 
by  thirty-one  gentlemen.  •/  # # On  the  evening  of  Christmas  Day,Deo.25,I8i5, 
they  publicly  performed  their  first  oratorio  (at  King’s  Chapel, Treraont  St.  ) 
which  consisted  of  the  first  part  of  Haydn’s  '*  Creation,"  and  airs  and  cho 
ruses  selected  from  Handel’s  works.  The  chorus  numbered  about  one-hundred 
ten  of  whom  were  ladies.  The  accompaniment  was  furnished  by  an  orchestra 
of  a dozen  pieces  and  an  organ.  The  concert  was  repeated  on  the  I8th.  of 
January  1816.  A critic  of  the  day  said  ; " Such  was  the  excitement  of  the 
hearers,  and  attention  of  the  perforraers  that  there  is  nothing  to  compare 
with  it  at  the  present  day."  and  the  society  was  pronounced  as  " being 
now  thw  wonder  of  the  nation."  The  society  obtaiined  an  Act  of  corporation 
February  9,1816. 

( Samuel  Stockwell  was  organist  of  the  Handel  and  Haydn  Society  from 
its  foundation  until  his  death. ) 

At  this  first  performance  of  the  Handel  and  Haydn  society,  Gottlieb 
Graupner  played  double-bass,  and  Mrs .Catherine  Graupner  sang,  in  the  first 
part:  with  verdure  clad,  and  in  the  second  part  " Mrs. Graupner  is  remem- 
bered to  have  sang  in  brilliant  style:  Let  the  bright  Seraphim.  ’’

Gottlieb  Graupner 's  music  store,  Hall,  and  house.  No.  6 Franklin  St., 
was  four  doors  on  the  left  from  Washington  Street.  This  was  a place  of 
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f'vea.t  T*enort  for  young  and  old,  teachers,  pupils,  and  music  lovers.  Mr. 
Graupner's  was  an  honored  name  in  the  musical  history  of  Boston.  He  was 
an  eminent  teacher  of  the  piono-forte  and  of  all  the  orchestral  instruments 
He  struck  the  first  blow  in  the  cause  of  true  musical  art,  and  continued 
the  strife  until  a taste  for  good  music,  and  a fair  understanding  of  its 
intrinsic  value  was  established  in  Boston.  ”

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Ritter  eayR  : The  foreign  raueioian  who  first  exercised  a decided  in  - 
fluence  in  nusical  matters  was  the  German  Gottlieb  Graupner.  A concert  of 
the  Philharraonio  Society  which  took  place  in  March  I8SI  led  the  ” Kuter  - 
peiad  " - the  first  established  musical  Journal  in  Boston  - to  raake  the 
following  remarks  : " The  last  concert  of  this  useful  nursery  of  i/iusic 
was  unusaally  attractive.  There  is  a great  difference  between  vulgar  and 
refined  playing,  between  playing  mechanically  right  or  with  taste  and  feel- 
ing, The  public  concerts  of  this  society  are  increasing  in  interest  and 
attraction.  '* 

The  '*  Euterpeiad  " for  Jiily  said  Mrs, Graupner  was  for 

many  years  the  only  female  vocalist  in  Boston. 

Golo  singing  by  women  was  unheard  of  in  churches,  and  did  not  become 
coiamon  in  public  until  after  it  had  been  allowed  in  the  concerts  of  the 
Handel  and  Haydn  Society. 


Among  some  old  papers  belonging  to  Gottlieb  Graupner  was  the  following, 
dated  March  8,1833  : 

” An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Boston  Musical  Professional 
Society  **  - for  the  purpose  of  promoting  education  in  the  science  and  prac- 
tice of  Music,  and  of  holding  a fund  to  be  applied  to  the  assistance  of  dls  - 
abled  and  aged  members  of  the  Society.  " 

The  original  paper  was  given  to 

Mr. Allen  A.Brovm,  for  his  musical  library  in  Boston  Public  Library. 


Gottlieb  Graupner  lived  many  years  at  No. 6 Pranklin  Street, (four  doors 
on  the  left  from  Washington  Street);  he  also  lived  on  High  street;  on  Pinck- 
ney street  near  Louisburg  Square;  and  at  No. I Province  House  Court,  where 
he  died. 


The  only  descendant  of  Gottlieb  Graupner  who  bears  the  name  of  GRAUPNER 
is  Henry  Marshall  Graupner  of  D7illimaiitic , Connecticut;  he  was  born  September 
3,1845,  at  Boston , Massachusetts , and  was  the  only  son  of  John  Henry  Howard 
and  Margaret  Jane ( B ©a th) Graupner.  He  was  twice  laarried,  but  had  no  child- 
ren. with  him  the  name  of  Graupner  died  out  among  the  descendants  of  Johann 
Christian  Gottlieb  Graupner. 


GENEAJ-.OGICAL  : 

Johann  Christian  Gottlieb  Graupner,  seventh  child  and  third  son  of 
Johann  Georg  and  Anna  Maria  Agnesa(Sohonhagen ) Graupner , was  born  at  Verden, 
Hannover,  Prussia,  October  6,1767,  ( baptized  October  9,1767;)  he  died  of 
ulcerated  sore  throat,  April  16,1836,  at  No. I Province  House  Court,  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  aged  69  years,  6 months;  funeral  at  Trinity  Church,  S'unmer 
Street,  April  20,1836.  .He  was  placed  in  the  family  vault  No. 14,  under  St. 
Matthew's  Church,  South  Boston;  the  church  was  demolished  in  1866,  and  his 
body,  with  those  of  other  members  of  his  family,  was  removed  to  630  Heber 
Walk,  Mt.Hope  Cemetery,  West  Roxbury,  Massachusetts. 

He  married  about  April  6,1796,  probably  at  Charlestown,  south  Carolina, 
Widow  Catherine(Comerford)Hillier,  of  London,  England,  an  " opera  singer  of 
distinction  born  1769  according  to  the  records  of  Trinity  Church,  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  or  1772  according  to  grave-stone,  630  Heber  Walk,  Mt.Hope 
Cemetery,  West  Roxbury,  Massachusetts.  Upon  coming  to  America,  as  actress 
and  opera-singer,  Mrs.iillier  left  a little  son  and  daughter  with  her  pa  - 
rents  in  London,  England,  (her  father  was  a lawyer  in  London)  but  a younger 
daughter,  Olivia  Hillier,  was  adopted  by  Mr. Graupner taking  his  name.  She 
died  at  the  home  of  her  half-brother,  John  Henry  Howard  Graupner,  at  Chel- 
sea' ,'k,  Massachusetts,  July  14,1872;  she  never  married;  her  estate  was 
appraised  at  «^I074.22. 

MrB.Catherine(Comerford)Hillier-C-raupner  was  a very  beautiful  blonde, 
with  light  hair,  large  blue  eyes,  and  features  ♦ S^ie  was  very

as  well  as  Prisoilla  Tomboy  In  •”  The  Romp;**  and  " in  brilliant  style  " 
she  sang  the  most  difficult  soprano  and  tenor  solos  of  the  famous  oratorioB  , 
and  with  great  acceptance,  balads  - sentimental,  comic,  and  pathetic.  She 
was  also  a pianist  of  ability.  w.s.RocKstro  says  : The  so-called  English 

Opera  of  the  I8th. century  occupied  a place  distinctively  its  own.  It  was 
not  a true  opera,  but  rather  a drama,  plentifully  interspersed  with  inci- 
dental music.  The  dranatic  action  was  carried  on  throughout  in  spoken  dia- 
logue, and  the  performers  sang  only  in  situations  in  which  they  might  nat- 
urally have  sung  in  real  life.  They  were  really  plays  with  an  unusually 
large  amount  of  music  introduced  into  them. 

The  funeral  of  Catherine (Comerford)Hillier-Oraupner  was  in  Trinity 
Church,  Boston,  Mass., on  May  28,1821,  and  her  age  on  church  records  is  52; 
her  grave-stone  in  Mt.Hope  Cemetery,  West  Roxbury,  Hass. , records  her  age 
as  49  years. 

The  eight  children  of  Gottlieb  and  Catherine  Graupner  were  : 

(1)  Catherine  Comerford  Graupner,  born  April  I799(?),  died  at  her  son  Wil- 
liam's home  at  Watertown,  Massachusetts,  October  2,1888,  aged  89  years, 

5 months;  married  November  14,1818,  George(7.)CUshi]igv(^'^iHifii^(6)BenJa- 
min(5)solomon(4)Matthew(3)J)aniel(2  )Matthew(I ) ,of  Hingham,Mass. ) born 
Peb.27,1789,  died  at  Watertown, Mass. , Nov. 14, 1880,  aged  nearly  92  years. 

He  was  ten  years  older  than  Catherine  Graupner,  and  of  a sarcastic, 
morose  disposition,  and  her  father  objected  greatly  to  the  marriage, 
and  took  his  daughter  a trip  to  New  Orleans,  then  a great  undertaking, 
hoping  to  divert  her  thoughts  eind  prevent  the  marriage;  hov/ever,the 
marriage  took  place,  as  the  Trinity  Church  records  show.  He  was  a 
bank  officer;  resided  for  some  time  at  Boston,  but  late  in)life  on  the 
ancestral  homestead.  Main  street  below  Pear  Tree  Hill,  Hinghara,  Mass. 

Prom  1814  to  1817  Miss  Catherine  Graupner  was  organist  at  " stone 
Chapel ; **  she  also  played  the  accompanient  on  the  piano  for  the  rehear  - 
sals  of  the  Handel  and  Haydn  society;  she  was  educated  at  Mrs.Rowson's 
famous  school,  and  had  many  accomplishments.  They  had  a large  family 
of  children:  The  eldest  child,  a daughter  Elizabeth,  died  ixnmarried. 

The  youngest,  Benjamin  Loring,  one  of  twins (the  other  dying  in  infancy) 
died  of  consumption  in  early  manhood,  uriiaarried. (see  Hinghara  Records, 
and  Cushing  Genealogy. ) 

(2)  Charles  William  Gottlieb  Graupner,  born  1800;  a very  fine  violinist  ; 
unmarried;  died  of  consumption,  December  2,1824,  according  to  Trinity 
Records  (funeral  in  Trinity  Church), or  December  10,1824,  aged  24  years ^ 
according  to  grave-stone.  He  took  a sea- voyage  for  his  health,  but 

it  was  of  no  avail, 

(3)  Samuel  John  George  Graupner,  born  February  13,1803;  died  in  infancy. 

(4)  Samuel  Smith  Graupner,  born  August  25,1805;  died  of  quick  consumption 
at  Valparaiso, Chile, south  America. 

(5)  Frederick  Graupner,  died  in  infancy. 

(6)  John  Henry  Howard  Graupner,  born  a^  No. 6 Franklin  street,  Boston, Mass. , 

June  17,1810,  died  of  pnuemonia  at  south  Natick , Mass. , December  4,1886, 
aged  76  years, 5 months;  buried  in  Lot  No.630,Heber  Walk,  Mt.Hope  Cem- 
etery, West  Roxbury , Massachusetts.  He  married( first ) June  11,1837, 
(intention  filed  at  Boston, May  25,1837,)  Miss  Margaret  Jane  Beath, 
born  at  Boothbay, Maine,  July  17,1814,  da\^hter  of  Jeremiah, Jr.  and 
Sarah( Stewart )Beath.  She  died  of  bronchial-consumption , at  south  Bos- 
ton, Mass., May  12,1851,  **  after  a long  illness  (which  she  bore  with 

great  patience  and  Christian  fortitude),  aged  36  years  and  10  months. 

She  was  one  of  the  kindest  and  best  of  wives  and  mothers.  " She  was 

a woman  of  great  energy,  industry  and  capability;  was  an  excellent 
housekeeper  and  superior  seamstress;  her  moral  standard  was  of  the 
highest , and  she  lived  up  to  it , and  taught  her  little  children  the 
beauty  of  upright  and  pure  living.  " Be  honest  and  of  good  character.  ” 
was  her  motto.  Ten  years  after  her  death,  her  husband  married( second) 
August  29,1861,  at  Bath, Maine, (by  Rev. John  O.Fiske)  Miss  Hester  Thomp- 
son, daughter  of  Benjamin  Thompson  of  Dainari so otta, Maine;  she  died,  and  was 
interred  in  Lot  No. 630. Mt .Hope  Cemetery,  August  3,1893.  She  had  no  children 
Mrs. Margaret  Jane (Beath) Graupner  was  a descendant  of  the  farailies  of  stew- 
art  ,Cowden,  and  Winslow.  Her  great-grandfather,  Walter  Beath,  was  a Scot - 
Covenanter  from  the  North  of  Ireland;  when  a lad,  he  was  with  his  parents 
inside  the  walled  city  of  Londonderry,  when  the  Protestants  of  Ulster, I re- 
land, held  that  fortress  against  the  forces  of  James  II., the  siege  lasting 
from  April  till  August  1689.  # # # John  Henry  Howard  Graupner  was  an  ex  - 
oellent  pianist;  under  the  instruction  of  his  father,  from  the  age  of  ten 
to  fourteen,  he  practised  four  hours  a day,  including  holidays;  if  he  left 
the  piano  during  those  hours  he  was  brought  back  and  one  of  his  sister's 
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gowns  put  upon  him.  His  parents  intended,  hin  for  an  Episcopal  clergy- 
man, and  at  the  age  of  fourteen  he  was  sent  away  to  school  and  educa- 
ted with  that  object  in  view.  Not  being  able  conscienciously  to  sub  - 
scribe  to  the  39  Articles , when  he  was  twenty-one  years  of  age  he  gave 
up  his  studies  and  went  on  a whaling  voyage,  not  returning  for  three 
years.  The  entreat ries  of  his  sister  Charlotte  induced  him  to  give  up 
sea-going,  he  became  a music-engraver,  married,  and  spent  the  rest  of 
his  life  at  Boston  and  vicinity.  At  one  time,  he  had  charge  of  the 
music- engraving  and  printing  department  at  Oliver  Ditson's ,Boston.  He 
was  the  ideal  gentleman  of  the  old  school;  .always  gentle,  polite,  and 
considerate  of  others;  he  thought  ill  of  no  one,  and  was  greatly  be- 
loved; he  had  the  aristo-democratio  temperament  which  always  receives 
respect;  he  was  Unitarian  in  religious  belief,  and  attended  Hollis  St. 

Church  when  Rev,  Starr  King  was  its  minister.  He  was  a member  of 
Bethesda  Lodge  of  Odd  Fellows,  being  initiated  January  14,1844;  he 
■ became  Noble  Grand  of  the  Lodge  in  July  1848,  He  was  admitted  a member 
of  st,Paul's  Masonic  Lodge,  South  Boston,  May  1,1849;  was  elected  Treas- 
urer of  that  Lodge  in  1849  and  served  in  1850,  1851,  and  until  June  1852 
when  he  resigned,  having  removed  to  Chelsea,  Mass.  In  1880  he  removed  to 
South  Natick,  where  he  died  six  years  afterward.  The  children  of  John 
Henry  Howard  and  Margaret  Jane(Beath )Graupner  were  four  in  number,  namely; 

(1)  Catherine  Cushing  Graupner,  born  on  Kingston  Street  near  Stimmer  street 
Boston, Mass, , December  14,1838;  married  at  Somerset  street,  Boston, Mass. ^ 
February  28,1865,  (Baptist  Church,  at  high  noon)  to  George  imitefield 
Stone  of  Homer, New  York,  born  at  Mora via, N, Y. , February  29,1840,  son  of 
Jacob  Thompson  and.  X(ary( Bennett  )Stone,  He  was  admitted  attorney-at-law 
to  the  Bar  of  New  York  State  while  on  the  wajr  to  the  front ,( during  the 
Civil  War,)  as  Captain  in  the  New  York  I2th.  Reginent,  in  1861.  After 
two  months  service  he  received  his  honorable  discharge  and  entered  the 
U,S,Navy  as  Acting-assistant  paymaster,  remaining  till  the  close  of 
the  Civil  War;  he  was  Judge  Advocate  of  the  North  Atlantic  Squadron, 

He  settled  in  Wilraongton,  Delaware;  went  into  merchantile  business, 

and  afterward  was  National  Bank  Examiner  of  Delaware  and  New  Jersey. 

In  May  1895  he  was  elected  Treasurer  of  the  American  Unitarian  Associa- 
tion with  headquarters  at  Boston.  Bn  May  10  1898  he  was  ordained  to 
the  ministry  by  Rev.  Edward  Everett  Hale,D,D.,  and  after  two  years  at 
Kansas  City,  Missouri,  he  went  to  California,  as  Field-secretary  of 
the  American  Association,  Catherine  C. (Graupner )Stone  had  a culti  - 
vated  voice  of  much  power  and  compass,  and,  before  marriage,  sang  In 
Boston  Church  choirs  and  at  concerts.  Her  husband  having  a fine  bara- 
tone  voice,  they  were  leaders  in  musical  circles  wher^ever  they  lived. 
In  November  1905,  Mrs.  Catherine( Graupner )S tone  was  made  Vice-presi  - 
dent  of  the  National  women *s  Alliance  of  the  Unitarian  Denomination. 
Their  three  children  were  :

(2)  Charlotte  Elizabeth  Graupner,  born  at  Boston, Mass, , November  6,1840; 
married  at  Boston,  Dumont  Bunker  born  at  North  Anson,  Maine,  July  19, 
1839,  son  of  Daniel  and  Bridget (Pelton)Bunker.  Their  eight  children 
were  : (I)Charlie  Dumont  Bunker  born  at  Fairha ven, Mas s, , sept ember  24, 
1865,  died  at  New  York  City  March  4,1868.  (2)Jane  Graupner  Bunker ,D.D.s. 
born  at  Brooklyn,N.Y. , January  24,1869,  (3)Ethel  Charlotte  Bunker  born 
at  Riverside , Illinois ,Febrtiary  9,1871.  (4)Henry  Graupner  Bvinker  born 
at  Riverside, Illinois, September  27,1872.  (5)Alfred  Graupner  Bunker 
born  at  Brooklyn, New  York, Sept ember  6,1874,  (6)Thomas  Knox  Bunker 
born  at  East  New  York, June  5,1876.  (7)Dumont  Bunker  Jr.  (8)May  Bunker 

(3)  Sophia  Jane  Graupner,  born  at  Boston , Mass. , June  21,1843;  married  at 
New  York  City  in  1866,  Thomas  Robert  Knox  of  New  York  City,  son  of 
Thomas  and  Mary( Armstrong )Knox,  Their  four  children  were  : (I)Thoraas 
Harry  Knox  born  July  30,1867.  (2)Charlotte  Gertrude  Knox  bom  Septem- 
ber 12,1870,  (3)Jennie  May  Knox  born  August  13,1874.  (4)Katharine 
Genevieve  Knox  born  Jtone  10,1880. 

(4)  Henry  Marshall  Graupner,  born  at  South  Boston , Massachusetts , September 
3,1845,  married( first )Miss  Hannali  Tabor  of  Lowell, Mass. , and( second) 
Miss  Sarah  Noyes.  He  lived  at  ^i 11 inant ic ,TTindham  county, Connecticut. 

He  married  Miss  Noyes(his  second  wife)at  Lowell, Mass. , April  16,1878. 

He  had  no  chilrlren. 

(7)  Frederick  Lewis  Graupner,  born  at  Bos toil, Dec ember  8,I8II;  followed  the 
sea,  and  died  unmarried,  at  Chelsea  Hospital,  of  throat  disease,  Febru- 
ary 24,1842,  aged  30  years, 2 months, 16  days;  he  was  buried  at  Mt.Hope 
Cemetery,  West  Roxbury ,Massachusetts, 
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(8)  Charlotte  Elizabeth  Rowson  Oraupner,  born  Deoember  26,1813,  died  at 
the  home  of*  her  brother,  J.H.H.Graupner , South  Natiok,MaBBaohUBetts ,otf 
pnuemonia,  Deoember  17,1886,  aged  within  a few  days  of  seventy-three 
years;  she  was  unmarried.  She  went  to  Pairhaven,Mass. ,in  1832,  and 
was  the  first  in  the  town  to  give  instruotion  on  the  piano-forte,  and 
one  of  the  first  to  do  so  in  New  Bedford.  For  about  twenty  years  she 
was  organist  at  the  Congregational(Trinitarian )0huroh  at  Pairhaven. 

She  inherited  her  father’s  misloal  genius.  Her  heart  was  a perennial 
fountain  of  generous  impulses;  for  her  to  know  the  need  of  any  was  to 
relieve  it,  she  gave  a continuous  interpretation  of  the  phrase  the 
beauty  of  holiness.  " 

Gottlieb  Graupner  married  for  a second  wife,  Mary  Hills,  daughter  of  Capt. 

Hills,  and  had  three  more  children  ; 

(9)  Harrlel  Hills  Graupner,  born  at  Boston,  December  15,1823,  died  of  drop- 
ay»  August  2)1895.  A collection  of  eleven-htmdred  photographs  which  be- 
longed to  her  were  given,  after  her  death,  to  the  Boston  Public  Library 
for  the  free  use  of  art  students.  She  was  acknowledged  to  be  the  fi  - 
nest  woman  pianist  of  America;  she  was  a successful  teacher  of  the 
piano  forte.  She  was  engaged  to  be  married  to  Mr. Bullard,  who  died 

of  tjifyphoid  fever  Just  before  the  wedding-day,  and  she  never  married. 

(10) Stephen  Hills  Graupner  married  Mary  Ann  Lorlng,  daughter  of  Caleb  and 
Harriet ( Tuttle )IiOring.  They  lived  at  Boston, Mass.  Stephen  H. Graupner 
died  of  rheumatism  of  the  heart  in  1864,  and  was  buried  at  Mt. Auburn 
Cemetery.  After  his  death  his  widow  lived  with  her  uncle  Tuttle  on 
Commonwealth  Avenue, Boston.  In  his  Will, her  uncle  left  her  #75.000, 

She  died  at  Boston,  and  her  Will  was  proved  March  28,1892.  They  were 
lovely,  refined  gentlefolks;  they  had  no  children. 

(II)  Charles  Graupner,  born  at  Boston;  died  young. 


NOTE  : A letter  written  in  1804  by  Elizabeth  0rrok,(  afterward  Mrs.  Philip 
Wentworth)  from  a school  at  Woburn  to  her  mamma,  says  : ” I suppose  Mr. 
Wentworth  told  you  that  Miss  Burges  did  not  Teach  Music  that  is  a seperate 
Bill  But  Mr.Groupner  comes  4 times  a week  has  4/6  a lesson  If  you  wish 
me  to  Learn  please  send  me  word.”  Mr. Graupner  taught  in  the  best  private 
schools.  The  sum  of  .75  cents  a lesson  seems  a paltry  su:q  to  pay  the  fore- 
most musician  of  Boston,  The  fact  is  interesting  when  compared  with  pres  - 
ent  prices.  His  daughter,  Harriet  Hills  Graupner,  used  to  receive  #5.  an 
hour  for  playing  in  a private  parlor  to  one  person.  She  would  not  become 
a public  performer. 

NOTE  : Question  of  Heredity  - " Transmission  of  qualities  of  parents  to 

offspring.  • - “of  parental  characteristicts, ” Is  it  possible  to  inherit 
liking  for  certain  pleasures  or  duties  ? For  example  : Records  from  Germa- 
ny say  that  Johann  Georg  Graupner  was  ” from  St .Andreasberg. ” This  is  tht 
" singing  village  " in  the  Hartz  Mountains,  Germany,  where  over  sixty-thous- 
and canary  birds  are  raised  every  year.  The  grandson  of  Johann  Georg  Graup- 
ner, John  Henry  Howard  Graupner,  (who  died  without  knowing  anything  about 
his  ancestors)  always  had  large  cages  filled  with  canary  birds;  he  raised 
them  for  the  pleas^ire  of  taking  care  of  them  and  petting  them,  giving  them 
away  so  soon  as  they  could  sing,  and  then  raising  more. 


FAMILY  of  CATHERINE  CUSHING ( GRAUPNER )and  GEORGE  WHITEFIELD  STONE  : 

SEYJiOUR  HOWARD  STONE, (named  for  his  uncle  s eyiQOur  Henry  Stone  and  his 
grandfather  John  Henry  Howard  Graupner,)  was  the  eldest  child  of  Rev. George 
Whitefield  and  Catherine  Cushing (Graupner) Stone,  and  was  born  at  Hampton, 
Virginia,  June  11,1867.  He  was  educated  at  private  schools  at  Wilmington, 
Delaware,  and  at  Swarthmore  College,  Pennsylvania.  March  1888,  he  went  to 
Colorado  and  lived  on  his  mother’s  ranche  in  San  Luis  Valley;  returned 
East  €ind  went  to  Pennsylvania  in  1890 , where  he  was  employed  in  agrioultu  - 
ral  pursuits.

When  Seymour  H.  St  one  was  thirty- four  years  of  age  he  weighed  145  lbs. 
and  his  height  was  5 ft. 10  t/r  inches;  he  had  large  dark-brown  eyes,  dark- 
brown  hair,  and  was  strong  and  athletic.  At  this  age,  he  married,  April  25, 
1901,  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening,  at  her  roother's  home, Dorchester, Mass.  ^ 
Miss  Amy  Wentworth,  born  at  D;invers,Massachusetts , January  25,1876;  she  was 
the  daughter  of  Philip  Henry  and  Harriet  Lucetta(Daniell )Wentworth.  She 
lived  on  her  father's  estate  at  Danvers  until  twelve  years  of  age,  with 
the  exception  of  two  or  three  Winters  spent  in  the  city  of  Boston.  She  was 
educated  in  various  private  schools.  In  the  Pall  of  1888  she  went  abroad 
with  her  mother  and  sister  Sarah  Wentworth,  where  she  travelled  and  studied^ 
principally  in  Germany.  She  returned  to  America  in  the  summer  of  1890,  and 
settled  with  the  family  at  Dorchester,  Mass.,  where  she  prepared  for  col- 
lege in  a private  school;  entered  Vassar  College  in  the  Pall  of  1894,  and 
graduated  with  the  degree  of  A.B,  in  1898,  From  the  Pall  of  1898  to  the 
Pall  1899  was  doing  research  work  for  a doctor  in  Boston;  Prom  Pall  of 
1899  to  spring  of  1901  was  a volunteer  worker  in  the  Children's  Aid  socie- 
ty; she  was  5 ft,  87/8  inches.  She  was  very  clever  and  talented. 

May  15,1901,  Seymour  H, Stone  accepted  the  position  of  superintendent 
of  the  New  Jersey  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  and  with  his  bride  went 
to  New  Jersey  to  live,  taking  up  his  residence  at  Elizabeth.  At  the  an  - 
nual  meeting  of  the  N.J. Board  of  C.G. , November  7,1901,  he  was  made  Assis- 
tant-Secretary. Pebrtiary  6,1904,  he  resigned  and  accepted  the  position  of 
Superintendent  of  the  Joint  Application  Bureau  of  the  Charity  Organization 
Society  and  the  Association  for  Improving  the  Condition  of  the  Poor,  with 
its  office  in  Charities'  Building,  New  York  City.  The  title  is  usually 
condensed  to  c.O.s.  and  A.I.O.P.  It  is  a joint  bureau  of  information  - a 
sort  of  clearing-house  for  the  Chari Societies.  In  April  1904  he  moved 
to  Boston  to  become  General  Secretary  of  the  Boston  Children's  Priend  So  - 
oiety,  making  his  home  at  Roslindale.  At  this  date(I906)  he  has  no  children.. 


RALPH  STONE,  second  child  of  Rev. George  VJhitefield  and  Catherine  Gush- 
ing(Granpner )Stone,  v.^as  born  at  Wilmington, Delaware, November  20,1868.  He 
was  educated  in  private  schools  at  Wilmington, Dela. ; graduated,  president 
of  his  class,  from  Swarthmore  College,  Pennsylvania,  1889,  A.B.;  was  the 
champion  lawn-tennis  player  of  the  College  while  there;  associate  editor 
of  the  " Swarthmore  Phoenix,”  the  college  monthly  periodical,  and  editor  - 
in-chief  of  the  ” Halcyon,”  the  college  annual;  also,  president  of  the 
Delphic  Literary  Society;  spent  a year  in  the  law-office  of  United  States 
Senator  Anthony  Higgins,  at  Wilmington,  Dela.;  went  to  the  University  of 
Michigan,  Ann  Arbor,  and  graduated  from  the  Law  department  in  1892,  L.L.B. 
At  Ann  Arbor  he  was  editor-in-chief  of  the  U.of  M.  Daily,  and  manager  of 
the  'Varsity  base-ball  team  in  1892;  also,  organizer  and  president  of  the 
Western  Intercollegiate  Press  Association;  he  was  editor  of  the  Michigan 
Law  Journal  three  years;  law  partner  of  C;jfongressman  Byron  M.Cutcheon  1892 
and  1893,  at  Grand  Rapids, Michigan;  received  the  appointment  of  Trust-ri^ffi- 
cer  of  the  Michigan  Trust  Company  of  Grand  Rapids , and  was  with  it  from 
1893  to  1898;  he  was  Secretary  of  the  Michigan  Bar  Association  three  years'^ 
an  honorary  member  of  the  New  York  state  Bar  Association,  and  delivered  an 
address  before  it  in  January  1895;  resigned  his  i>osition  v/ith  the  Trust  Co. 
and  became  private  and  Military  Secretary  to  Governor  Hazen  s.Pingree,(Gov. 
of  Michigan)  December  22,1898,  having  the  rank  of  Major  on  the  Governor’s 
staff;  at  the  close  of  Governor  Pingree's  terra,  he  was  appointed  State 
Bank  Examiner  of  Michigan,  taking  office  on  January  Ist.I90i;  he  resigned 
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this  position  on  May  6, 1901,  to  accept  an  appointment  as  Assistant-secretary 
of  the  Detroit  Trust  Company,  and  has  since  been  appointed  Secretary,  which 
position  he  now  holds  (1906). 

He  was  accorded  much  credit  for  the  manner  in  which  he  prepared,  pre- 
sented, and  collected  Michigan's  Spanish  War  claim,  and  the  Civil  War  claim- 
against  the  United  States,  the  amount  collected  being  about  ^760, ooo. 

He  married  at  Grand  Rapids , Michigan,  Saturday  noon,  June  1,1895,  Miss 
Mary  Gussie  Jeffords, (a  descendant  of  Roger  Williams,  Joshua  Winsor,  Anne 
Hutchinson,  Thomas  Olney,  Mary  Dyer,  etc.)  daughter  of  Mortimer  Winsor  and 
I Julia  Anna(Evans ) Jeffords.  She  was  born  at  Muskegon,  Michigan,  November  10, 

' 1873;  had  blue  eyes  and  brown  hair;  was  5 ft,  3 I /4  inches  in  height. 

” She  was  very  pretty,  - exceedingly  pretty,  - with  a dimpled,'  surprised - 
looking  face,  a ripe  little  mouth,  that  seemed  made  ready  to  be  kissed; 
all  sorts  of  good  little  dots  about  the  chin,  that  melted  into  one  another 
when  she  laughed;  the  sunniest  pair  of  eyes  you  ever  saw  in  any  little 
creature's  head,  " ( Dickens.) 

Ralph  stone  was  5 ft. I I inches  in  height,  and  weighed  153  l/z  pounds 
when  thirty-two  and  a half  years  old;  he  had  merry  black  eyes  and  dark- 
brown  hair,  and  was  broad  shouldered,  erect,  and  athletic. 

The  children  of  Ralph  and  Mary(  Jeffords  )S tone  viere  ; 

(1)  Ralph  Stone, Jr. , born  at  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan,  March  30,1896;  had 
large,  appealing  blue  eyes. 

(2)  Ruth  Waldo  Stone,  born  at  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan,  January  28,1898; 
had  merry,  mischievous  looking  eyes  and  dimples;  was  named  for  her 
far-back  ancestor, Ruth  Waldo , who  married  Is^ac  Crane  July  12,  1716. 


FREDERICK  EDWARD  STONE,  third  and  youngest  child  of  Rev,  George  White - 
field  and  Catherine  Cushing (Graupner)S tone,  was  born  at  Wilmington,  Dela. , 
February  9,1871.  He  was  educated  at  private  schools  at  Wilmington, Delaware, 
and  at  Swarthraore  College , Pennsylvania;  he  was  associate-editor  of  the  Col  - 
lege  Monthly,  and  held  several  positions  of  honor  with  the  several  socie  - 
ties;  was  president  of  his  class,  champion  lawn-tennis  player,  and  an  ex- 
pert at  pole-vaulting;  passed  examination  for  first-class  in  ” all-round 
athletics  " in  college,  only  three  others  passing.  He  left  college  in  the 
Pall  of  1889,  and  spent  two  years  in  the  National  Bank  of  wiliriington  and 
Brandywine,  at  Wilmington,  studying  banking,  and  has  been  associated  with 
banking  interests  almost  continuously  since.  Prom  1891  to  1897  he  was  con  - 
fidential  clerk  in  the  counting-room  of  Quigly  and  Mullen,  a wholesale  gro- 
cery firm;  through  mining  speculations  the  firm  failed,  and  although  Fred- 
erick E.  Rtone  was  but  twenty-five  years  of  age,  he  was  selected  by  the 
Court  and  all  the  creditors  to  take  charge  of  the  property  and  to  dispose 
of  it  at  his  discretion;  this  he  did  with  great  credit  to  himself  and  sat- 
is faction  to  all.  Prom  1897  to  1899  he  was  with  A, J. Hart,  wholesale  gro- 
cer, and  also  was  Assistant  Bank  Examiner  for  Delaware  and  New  Jersey. 

Since  1893  he  has  been  auditor  of  the  Perpetual  Saving  and  Loan  Association 
in  Wilmington,  in  1903  he  became  a director  of  the  Newport  National  Bank 
of  Newport , Delaware.  Same  year.  Manager  of  the  Wilmington  Saving  Fund  soci- 
ety, and  in  1905  its  Vice-president,  since  1903  he  has  been  Treasurer  of 
the  Cresent  Foundry  Company,  and  since  1895,  Treasurer  of  the  Delaware 
Electric  and  Supply  Company. 

He  has  been  active  in  the  affairs  of  his  political  party  in  City  and 
State,  having  been  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Republican  First  Voters 
Club  appointed  in  1892  to  censure  the  Governor.  Prom  1898  to  1904,  clerk 
of  election  Board,  Newcastle  county,  Delaware,  and  in  1904  a d.elegate  to 
the  Regular  Republican  Convention. 

When  he  was  thirty  years  of  age  he  weighed  139  pounds , and  his  height 
was  5 ft.  10  l/8  inches;  had  blue  eyes  and  brown  hair,  and  resembled  the 
Graupners  in  looks  and  in  his  artistic,  sensitive  temperament;  was  musical 
and  a fine  pianist. 

On  Monday  evening,  June  1,1896,  he  married  at  her  parents'  home  at 
Wilmington,  Delaware,  Miss  Bertha  Linton  Srnith,  born  at  Wilmington,  Dela., 
December  13,1871;  she  was  the  only  daughter  of  Dr. Linton  and  Margaret( 
Richardson(Warner )smith,  and  the  beloved  pride  and  pet  of  her  seven  uncles  . 
She  had  gray  eyes  and  brown  curly  hair,  and  was  bright,  quick-witted,  and 
very  sunny;  she  was  5 ft.  3 I A inches  in  height.  She  was  a graduate  of 
Smith  College,  Northampton,  Massachusetts,  of  the  class  of  1892.
